havo been broken. A tolegraphio reprieve 
has just arrived, but about cue minute too 
late. 


Tho crime for which thoy havo been oio- 


outod woa tbo murder of George K. Smith 
on tho night of November fi, 1803. 
Smith 


was a coal operator fit Audeuried, 
and, 


although ho was a highly roepootablo luun, 
ho was much disliked by tho "Buckshots," 
as the present "Alollio Mugnires" woro then 
called. 
As a body thoy resisted tho draft, 


and it 
is supposed 
that, Smith's only 


offence was pointing out to tho officers of 
tho government individuals who had 
GO re- 


sisted. 
On the night of tha murder, about 


eight o;ciooh, ihroo men with biuckoiiuu 
faces and woaring tho garb of minor's pro. 
sentecl themselves at Smith'n door and in- 
sisted upon an interview with him, saying 
they had a letter from tho superintendent 
of the Lohigh Valley .Railroad. Mr. Smith 
being sick in bed, Airs. Smith refused to 
permit thom to go up-stairs, when ouo of 
them fired a pistol. 
A crowd of men who 


had been lurking outside burst open the 
door immediately and poured into the house, 
wounding a Mr. Ulrich, one of tho inmates, 
and knocking Mrs. Smith down. 


Smith, who was known to be n fearless 


man, left his bed and came down stairs to 
defend his homo, but ho was soon surround- 
ed. Some one put a pistol to the bock of 
hiB head and fired, and Smith fell dead. 


The "Buckshots" then flod. Not one of 


them was arrested, nor woi-o they ever sus- 
pected until the disclosures brought about 
by the trials Eiuoa 1875, nnd ib was not until 
fourteen years after the murder that these 
two men were arrested. They were tried at 
Alauoh Chunk last April, and although tho 
chief wituessoa against them were James 
Kerrigan tho "squealer," Charles Mulhoarn, 
and Kelly ''the bum"—three solf-confesued 
murderers—they wore both found guilty of 
murder in Iho first degree. 


A singular fatality, however, lias fol- 


lowed tbtj participants in tho Smith mur- 
der. 
"Long John" Donohue, who was sup- 


posed to bo tbo man who presented Mrs. 
Smith with the letter, was shot nfc Tuscaro- 
1'Yellow Jack1' Donohue wan hanged at 


Mauoh Chunk. Jack Kehoo suffered the 
sumo fate last month at Pottsvlllo, nnd 10- 
day Shftrpo aud McDonnell hnvo expiated tho 
crime upon the gallows.

We alt declared that wo must havo a little 


ytast to fitart with ; but lie averred Hint his 
mother eouli! make it without any; nt 
which wo laughed, aud declared it im- 
possible. 
Ho snatched up his hat and 


hurried homo, just across lots, and returned 
presently with his eyes all aglow, and an old 
aecouut-book open iu his hand. 


"Ahu!" ho said, sitting down and reading 


aloud. 
"flow to make yeast.—Boil ono 


pound of good flour, a quarter of a pound of 
brown sugar ami u little salt, iu tivo gallons 
of vyater for ouo hour. 
Whou milkwarni, 


liottlo and eork olo.ioly. 
Wilt ho ready for 


use,in twenty-four hours. Ouo pint of this 
yeast will do for ouo baking." 


Wo nil laughed nt the professor. 
Water, 


and sugar, aud suit, nud Hour boiled ono 
hour! 


"Why boil it one hour," asked Mary, 


"when twenty minutes would cook it just 
as done, aud would just as thoroughly in- 
corporate tho ingredients T' 


Now we had no faith in the recipe for 


Jeast that the professor read with height- 
ened color and jiu expression of "I told you 
so!" But wo all said we would experiment 
sometime, aud see if there really was any- 
thing in it. 


Wo had Grahajn gems this morning for 


breakfast, made with some of the bread 
preparation so warmly recommended by 
Pipsey Pptts. We cannot make our praise 
strong enough in favor of this baking-pow- 
der. 


We sent a note to our miller lately re- 


questing him not to bolt our flour quite so 
inuci, but to leave in it a greater quantity 
of the coarse bran. 
So many millers, iu 


their'anxiety to make a nico quality, will go 
too far, nnd divest the flour of the very ele- 
ment we so much desire in tho pure article. 
Bfowu bread is so wholesome aud so health- 
ful, that its more extended use should Lo 
urged upon the masses of the people. It is 
wonderful, the variety of good things that 
can be made out of it! 


We made a delicious pudding for dinner 


yesterday. I had sifted one package of the 
bread preparation .into twenty-five pounds 
of unbolted flour, so as to havo it ready for 
immediate use. I took over a pint of swoot 
milk, ono egg, n little salt, a heaping tnble- 
epoonful of sugar, and added enough pro- 
pared flour to make a thick batfot poured it 
into it buttered cake-pan, droppdf a handful 
of raisins into it hero nnd there, nnd then 
steamed it one hour. It made n very ohoieo 
pudding, eaten with sugar and butter. 


A bidy across^ the street—Mrs. Curtis- 


tells me She frequently makes a steamed 
pudding for dinner—good either hot or cold 
—of jnst the bare prepared flour thickened 
into sweet milk ; nnd ouco, siio nays, she 
had no milk, and used water instead, nnd it 
was really good then. 


Sometimes wo make n steamed fruit- 


dumpling for dinner that is excellent, so 
much like tho old-timed big fruit-pies that 
our grandmothers used to make in tho big- 
gest baking-kettle, in tho days when cook- 
stoves were not known ; aud tho kind our 
mothers mndo in the big, long, wiilo brond- 
pna in tho days after the cook-stovo was 
known 
Wo of the nest at Millwood think 


our kind is really preferable to tho others. 
Wo make a nice dough, as for biscuit, wet 
up with sweet milk nud shortened with n 
littlo lump of Butter, using flour prepared 
with llprsford's Bread Preparation. That 
makes it so light and swcot, and so full of 
tho foody taste, that means nutrition aud 
sustenance.

kottlo will hold throe or-four. 
Cover close- 


ly, and boil ono hour without allowing it to 
stop boiling an instant, itavo tho toukotllo 
full nnd boiling ready to supply the waste. 


But the last tiruo we made dumplings wo 


stoamecl them, 
Wo buttered tho cako-pfiu, 


and Inid two largo ones in it, nnd sot it in 
tho steamer. Then under tho steamer iu 
the kottlo we boiled two. Tho hollow tubo 
in the centre of tho cake-pan facilitated tho 
cooking wonderfully. 
Oh, they puffed up 


like great, white, tender loaves of bread, 
nud they were delicious ! 


Why, 
how I have run on I I wanted to 


tell nbottt the girls ; nud Josio'y new dress, 
Jjiade out of an old ono ; and Cad's boau 
troin the pine hills; nnd our fright and its 
result ; aud of the picnic we had nil alone 
at Cedar Point: nnd of the conference 
meeting ; nnd tho old llnmo of mine who 
called so unceremoniously, nnd what tho 
girls «aid about him, and what I, Chntty, 
said about him, too, aud tho conclusions we 
all came to ; aud how nearly Esther came to 
bo famous ; and of our debating club : and 
eur evening chats, aud our morning chats, 
and noondny chnts ; but hero is tho end of 
tho page, nud "tho hnlf has not boon told."
